BOLD BURGLARS ! 
Pay Another Visit to Madoc but 
are “fired” out of Town. 

Burglars must be finding the roads te 
Madoo good, as a couple of these gentry paid 
ws another visit this week. A «mall comme. 
tion was raised in the Methodist Church dur. 
ing service on Sunday evening, by the calling 
out of Chief Huff and some of our business 
citizens, the arrival of two suspicious strang- 
ers beingannounced. In an hour there was 
great excitement, and the hurrying to and 
fro must have warned even the stapidest of 
burglars that his usefulness was gone for that 
evening. Searchers went skurrying around | 
in every direcjion with lanterns, efforts were _ 
made to organize a vigilance committee, and 
32 people were got together in « room for 
this purpose, but fell through on account of 
the leaders going home to bed; it wan even 
proposed to fit out a torchlight procession to 
induce the ‘ suspects’ to make thomeelves 
public, and doubtless che Madoc Brass Band 
in their new uniform would have been called 
out had not the excitement cooled down and 
some of our citizens regained their ordinary 
senses. However nothing farther was seen 
ofthe burglars that night. 

On Monday a couple of suspiciously acting 
strangers were noticed in the village. During 
the day they expressed a large parcel to 
Toronto. Chief Huff's suspicions were 
aroused and he determined to keep watch 
that night.

A driving horse is ee the 
better for o ce baving ken trained an 
experierced driver, or *‘ tracked,” as it 
generally expressed, bocause it is the bu.i- 
ness of & good trainer to break up all the 
awkward and unnatural gaits at «ms, if it 
ean be done. A horse of ordinary appear. 
ance will attract the attention of a buyer of 
good jadgment quicker if he shows a 
square gait, whether at & walk or trot, or 
whether it be a draught, carriage or driving 
horse,cthen if he should present a fair 
amount of style, combined with a good ap- 
pearance otherwise, and havea }umberiny, 
unpleasant, awkward gait. The Lagos 
thing, then, todo when firet harnessing a 
young horse is to take the time necessary 
to develop a good, straightforward walk, 
with a rate of speed.

The experiments of Davy long ago demon- 
strated irrefutably that the temperature of 
the interior of the bedy varied little in man 
with race, climate or season ; yet it is famil- 
jar to all that the temperature of the skin 
varies considerably in different parte, the 
extremities, for example, and those parts of 
the skin in which the circulation is feeble 
being cooler than other parts. Quite recent- 
ly some interesting experiments to determine

Tak- 
ing the skin of the face in the first instance, 
he finds that in men from 20 to 30 years of 
aye it varies from 85 to 89 deg. F., with an 


The. akin 
of thé more expose of the body, as 
the tip of the nose and the ear, in which the 
cirenlation is slow and feeble, exhibited a 
lower temperature, not succeeding in many 
instances 75 deg.

Contrac- 
tion of the muscles caused the temperature 
of the} superadjacent portion of the skin to 
rise 1 deg. or more. Tne decrease of tem- 
rature from the skin to the outer covering 
php temperature of 63 deg. was 
as follows : On the skin 88 deg., on the linen 
shirt 82 deg., on the vest 75 deg., and on the 
coat 72 deg. The highest temperature was 
found to scour in men in the full vigor of 
lite.
